MEDICAL JNSPECTION 


The annual medical inspection was made by Dr. L. H. Cogswell 
and reported as follows:

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From November 19 to December 21 a dental clinic was held at 
the Graded School. Seventy-four pupils were treated, 117 fillings 
and 30 extractions were made. The attending physician was Dr. 
G. A. Danforth of Manchester, N. H. 
Much more benefit might be derived from the medical inspection 
if follow-up could be done soon after it is made. This work can- 
not be done by the examining physician except in families where 
he may be employed. In many cases parents neglect the defects 
reported at the time of the inspection, in other cases they may 
feel financially unable to employ a physician to do the work needed 
for their children. Some of these difficulties rhight be overcome 
by the employment of a school nurse for a few weeks. Such a 
nurse could visit parents and explain to them in more detail the 
needs of the children. She would in some cases be able to secure 
free treatment for children in clinics at Concord or Manchester, 
or to secure the advice of specialists in particular cases. 
In some parts of the state several school districts have joined 
together in the employment of a school nurse for a year,—each 
district paying its proportional share of the expense. We would 
recommend this plan for the serious consideration of the board 
and parents. 
In June a class of 18 graduated from the eighth grade of the 
Junior High School. One pupil graduated from grade 8 at Burnt 
Hill School. All but one of these graduates will enter High School. 
There is a serious need of some playground apparatus for the 
Graded School. Swings and see-saws could be provided at moder- 
ate cost, and would be well worth the investment. 
Another project toward which we may be working is the leveling 
of the playground behind the school building. At present a con- 
siderable proportion of the space is such steep hillside that it is of 
little value except for coasting for a time in the winter. The 
gravel from the hill at the back of the playground would nearly 
fill the hollow in the middle. 
_ We wish to thank the board for their interest, co-operation, and 

support. As a whole this was a year of good progress for the 
schools. Parents, pupils, teachers, and the board have each contrib- 
uted to this advancement. Only thus can substantial gain be made.
